THE APPOINTMENT OF A CHINESE 
CONSU . 

Tho following extract from a memorial 
sont by the Chamber of Commerce in 1870 
to Lord Olarendon, then Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, has boen sent to as for 
publication. ‘The entire Memorial is print- 
ed in the niqil dition of the China Mai! of 
8th February, 1870; — 


By Article 2, it is proposed to ullow the 
Chinese Goverment permission to appoint 
Qonauls to all Ports in British dominions.
